Mo.,  June  2-5,  the  bud¬ 
get  will  provide  money  for  three  different  phases  of  work 
for  the  year  1955.

It  cannot  be  helped  if  the  annual  survey  of  religion 
must  begin— as  it  has  begun,  year  aKer  year — with  the 
statement  that  church  membership  has  increased  faster 
than  the  population  and  is  now  at  an  “all-time  high” 
whether  viewed  numerically  or  percentage-wise. 

The  monotony  may  be  somewhat  varied  this  time  by 
adding  that  for  the  latest  statistical  year  (figures  for  the 
most  part  representing  the  calendar  year  1952)  the  churches 
as  a  whole  had  a  much  liioher  rate  of  growth  than  they 
have  enjoyed  for  several  decades.
